The retreat to Bohemia was necessitated 
by the need to keep both vacant, centers open In order to build her new units, 
England and France both renain constant this turn* as does Tux key. The Austro- 
Russian alliance has again benefited Russia by gaining Munich • However, the 
Spring could bring trouble for Russia in the North and In the area of Warsaw due 
to Germany's growth, A new twist in the South seems to be Italy's apparent shift 
toward either Turkey or Austria * Whatever the cause, France Is relieved of the 
pressure that Italy previously brought to bear In the Med. However, it remains to 
be seem whether Italy will be able to survive long enough to carry out bar plan, 
If she has chosen to ally with r JSirkey f which is possible, she doesn't have* the lan d 
strength to defend Venice front Austrian attacke, If on the other hand she is still 
counting on Austrian support, the moves east are yet to be explained. Ke suspect
